the rat hole.’? He also said the 
town would not get state aid for 
remodeling old buildings. 

If the school program was ap-~ 
proved, he said, the state aid 
‘‘which is money you have already 
paid in taxes’’ would be about 
$210,000. While some have sug- 
gested it is unwise to build at this 
time in a period of heavily rising 
costs, he said the problem of 
rising costs is not a temporary 
one and the problem is not going 
to be any simpler in 1952 than it 
is in 1950. 

He said the plan of the school 
building committee is not that of 
any one man, It has been approved 
by the school committee, the 
finance committee and the direc- 
tors of the Andover Taxpayers’ 
Assn. 

John M. MacKenzie proposed an 
amendment to strike out the words 
“six rooms’? and insert “*six or 
eight’? basic rooms, in West And- 
over to be located on Shawsheen 
road near Lincoln street. 

He proposed joining the Indian 
Ridge school with the West dis- 
trict and introduced figures to 
show that by closing the former 
there would be a saving to the 
town of $300,459 over a period of 
15 years in teachers’ salaries, 
improvements, janitor service, 
fuel, and other items. 

John F. O’Connell here was 
allowed to introduce his motion 
for a secret ballot. It carried by 
a standing vote of 730 to 468. 

In discussing the school ques- 
tion Mr. O'Connell said that the 
special meeting had been called 
to consider schools but that the 
warrant had been loaded with 
other articles. He felt that if all 
articles proposed for this meeting 
and next March went through in 
their entirety it would double the 
tax rate. 

This remark was greeted with 
cries of dissent. 


Under the article calling for a 
$10 a week increase for all full- 
time employees of the town Mr. 
O’Connell’s motion for a secret 
ballot on the final vote was cCar- 
ried by voice vote. 

Atty. Fredric S. O’Brien, speak- 
ing for the petition, requested an 
amendment to the warrant but the 
moderator ruled that no one can 
amend the warrant, and Mr, O’ Brien 
moved for adoption of the order 
as read. 

He went on to say that since 
1945 the prices of food, clothing, 
shelter and fuel have been greatly 
increased and that the proposed 
$10 weekly increase is no way 
near the rise in prices. He said 
that if the 193 employees of the 
town got the $10 increase it would 
amount to about $4.50 a year on 
the tax rate.

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YOUR NE 
SOCIAL SECURITY 


By H, L, LEIGHTON | 
Manager Lawrence Office 

In my previous article, I de- 
scribed the social security law as 
your policy for old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance and your social 
security card as the symbol* of 
that policy.Perhaps you are among 
the millions now protected by this 
program. It may be that you are 
among the more than three million 
now receiving monthly insurance 
payments under this law. If you’re 
among the latter, your September 
check, will show the increased 
payments given you under the 
newly amended social security 
law. 

How much will your increase 
be? Well, to be fair to you and the 
other current beneficiaries ser- 
viced by the office, I would have 
to give 5500 answers to that ques- 
tion. There are that many people 
now getting old-age and survivors 
insurance payments in this area. 

Obviously, I can’t be specific. 
We must ask you to be patient and 
wait until your September check 
reaches you in October. That 
check will tell you in dollars and 
cents just how much your benefit 
payments have been increased. 

I do want to say, however, that 
increases range from about 50% for 
highest benefit groups to about 
100% for low benefit groups. For 
example—the average benefit of 
approximately $26 per month for 
a retired insured worker will be 
increased to about $46, If you are 
now getting $40 a month in pay- 
ments as a retired worker your 
September check will be for about 
$64.

Many of us are asking ourselves 
why the Chinese have come into 
the Korean affair. For we feel that 
60,000 Chinese troops are a little 
more than mere ‘volunteers.’ Two 
reasons have been widely dis- 
cussed, but what may be the most 
important one tends to be over- 
looked. Two reasons are obvious. 
China fears the loss of the Yalu 
power plants just inside the Man- 
churian border. They supply a 
large proportion of electric power 
for Manchurian industry, and upon 
this much of the economy of China 
depends. The other obvious reason 
is that Russia would as soon hold 
us off, especially with Chinese 
troops, from the Korean-Manchurian 
border which is only 90 miles from 
her port of Vladivostok. 

Perhaps most important of all is 
the third reason, little enough 
mentioned in our current news, lf 
the Korean war ended too soon, a 
substantial force of batt] e-trained 
American troops would be released 
for the reinforcement of Europe. In 
Russia’s league of international 
politics, the Korean fight is merely 
one aspect of a far greater objec- 
tive. 

Europe—Crossroads 
Of Foreign Policy 

It is not too much to say that 
the cross-roads of our own foreign 
policy is in Europe, whatever may 
be the attention upon Korea. 
Europe is not unwarrantably afraid 
that domestic American politics 
have seriously underrated the 
nature of the Russian threat. It is 
one thing to use Far Eastern 
policy as a whip on the Administra- 
tion, but it is something very dif- 
ferent if critics lose their perspec- 
tive. Our past policy in the Far 
East may be open to criticism. 
But such criticism must not blind 
us to ever-present danger in West- 
ern Europe. 

It is argued by some that history 
is repeating itself, that the com- 
munist challenge today is 
cisely comparable to the Nazi 
challenge of a decade ago. How- 
ever, we are in a better position 
today, it is claimed, because we 
are ready and able to resist ag- 
gression wherever it occurs. But 
the assumption does not stand up 
to the facts.

Russia Stronger Than 
Was Germany 

It must be admitted that Europe 
practically asked for the last war 
by lifting no finger to stop German 
aggression In Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia. The Germans were e€n- 
couraged because the United 
States was merely an interested 
observer, and certainly isolation- 
ist in outlook. Today everyone is 
aware that aggression anywhere 
must be stopped before it spreads 
too far. The United States has 
more than proved its sincerity. 
But this present awareness of 
aggression must not delude us into 
believing that awareness itself is 
enough. We dealing with a 
shrewd opponent who is in a far 
better position than was Germany.

Russian power has kept pace 
with our maturity. Russia has not 
only all the initial advantages that 
Nazi Germany had, it has many 
more. It is a solid land-bloc, com- 
pactly organized from Czecho- 
slovakia to the Pacific. It touches 
upon nations all along that vast 
frontier, and it is able to strike 
out in practically any direction 
with vastly superior land forces. 
It has satellite nations that can 
work for it; it can tie up a dis- 
proportionate amount of western 
forces by using as its battle- 
ground the kind of terrain ideally 
suited for guerrilla fighters and 
decidedly unsuited to mechanized 
troops. 


Korea—To Distract Us 

Russia has shrewdly made its 
first major move in the Far East. 
She probably hopes to distract our 
attention there, expecting us to be 
fascinated with the size of China, 
its man-power; she probably hopes 
that the potential problem of other 
Far East areas may make us face 
that way and turn our backs on 
Europe. For Russia knows that 
the balance of real power is West- 
ern Europe. The world is divided 
today essentially between the 
United States and Russia. Neither 
can claim that it has preponder- 
ance over the other; neither could 
be certain of victory. 

3ut between those two lies 
Western Europe, the extra weight 
that can turn the scales one way 
or the other. Western Europe may 
be comparatively exhausted, but 
it is by no means broken down. 
Its people have made a marvelous 
recovery, they are hard-working, 
they have technical skills, in- 
dustrial equipment and resources. 
The Chinese may have twice the 
manpower—but they are compara- 
tively unimportant because their 
know-how and technical develop- 
ments are quite a way off in the 
future. 


Europe—Balance 
For USA or USSR? 

If Russia ever got control of 
Western Europe we would be com- 
mitted to war to the death. As 
between Asia and Europe there is 
no question. The Europeans don’t 
like communism, and they are pre- 
pared to resist it with our help. 
In Asia communism is attractive— 
and that we happen to be displeas- 
ed is of little consequence. Asia- 
tics are attracted by the twin 
appeals of nationalism and social 
reform. Those appeals have been 
astutely used by Russia agains! 
western governments, which have 
been so long resented in Asia. 
Thus the process of convincing 
the Asiatics that our brand of 
ideas suits their needs may be a 
long one. But in the meantime We 
suffer no irreparable loss because 
China is communist, or even if 
Formosa should fall to Mao. Any 
support we give Chiang Kai-shek 
cannot alter reality. Formosa is 
of no consequence whatever in 
comparison with Western Europe: 
Once Russia should get Europe 
then we would be outclassed in 
manpower, natural resources, even 
technical skills and 
equipment. 

Russia has never lost sight of 
that—because that is our Achilles’ 
heel, The boys in the Kremlin 
know their business. Do we?

[he survey is to be conducted 
by mail with a letter to each 
customer, a folder describing the 
proposed extended service area 
plan and quoting the proposed 
rates, which are those now in 
effect in the Lawrence exchange, 
and a return post card for the con- 
venience of customers in express- 
ing their opinion, Mr. Dolan said 
that if each customer will return 
his card within a day or so of 
receiving it, it will greatly ex- 
pedite the task of providing a 
service which he believes Andover 
customers have wanted for many 
years. 

He pointed out again that the 
identity of the Andover exchange 
will be retained, that local tele- 
phones will continue to be identi- 
fied with the name of the ex- 
change, and that the Andover 
exchange will continue to function 
as at present.
